|ONTRARY  to  the  "Legion  View 
.Hits  Congress"  article  in  the  Decem- 
Iber  issue,  I  did  not  refer  to  veterans' 
health-care  benefits  as  a  "handout."  I  did 
use  the  term,  but  I  was  referring  to  VA 
disability  compensation  for  tobacco- 
related  illnesses.  This  disability  compen- 
sation would  allow  veterans  to  receive  a 
check  every  month  because  they  made 
the  decision  to  smoke.  For  veterans  to 
expect  a  government  check  every  month 
-  paid  for  with  tax  dollars  of  hard-work- 
ing Americans  -  because  those  veterans 
made  the  choice  to  smoke  is  in  fact  a 
handout,  and  I  do  not  apologize  for  say- 
ing so. 


NEF  Drive  Starts  Strong 


NATIONAL  Commander  "Butch"  Miller's 
drive  to  raise  money  for  The  American 
Legion's  National  Emergency  Fund  is  off 
and  running.  Early  results  indicate  the  effort 
will  provide  a  much-needed  boost  to  the 
fund. 

NEF  Coordinator  Wade  Habshey  Jr. 
says  that  following  Miller's  November 
announcement  of  the  drive,  more  than 
$54,000  poured  into  NEF  coffers  -  in  only 
1 1  days.  Such  an  outpouring  was  no  sur- 
prise to  Habshey. 

"We  were  looking  for  a  vehicle  to  raise 
money  for  the  National  Emergency  Fund," 
says  Habshey.  "The  way  they  usually  find 
out  about  it  is  if  they  are  in  a  disaster  -  this 


vehicle  is  great.  I  knew  [members]  would 
help  because  they're  Legionnaires." 

The  NEF  provides  assistance  to  veter- 
ans who  have  suffered  losses  in  natural  dis- 
asters, such  as  floods  or  hurricanes.  In  1997 
and  1998,  the  two  busiest  years  in  the 
NEF's  history,  nearly  $2  million  dollars  in 
assistance  went  to  veterans. 

Despite  the  good  start,  there  is  a  lot  of 
ground  to  cover.  NEF  officials  hope  to  raise 
a  dollar  for  each  member  by  the  Legion 
birthday  in  March.  Donations  can  be  sent  to 
local  Posts,  or  to  The  American  Legion 
National  Emergency  Fund,  P.O.  Box  6141, 
Indianapolis,  IN  46206.  Call  (317)  630- 
1328  for  more  information. 


One  might  argue  that  even  if  this 
compensation  were  a  handout,  our  veter- 
ans deserve  more  than  they  are  presently 
being  given.  As  a  veteran,  I  could  not 
agree  more  that  our  veterans  deserve 
more  and  better  access  to  services,  but 
handing  out  smoking  checks  would 
cheapen  the  sacrifice  of  those  who 
earned  their  benefits  in  service  only.  A 
smoking-related  handout  would  not 
come  without  cost;  any  budget  is  limited, 
and  if  we  divert  money  to  smoking-relat- 
ed illnesses,  there  would  be  less  money 
for  other  veterans'  services. 

Does  The  American  Legion  truly 
believe  that  paying  smoking  checks  is 
more  important  than  education  benefits 
or  survivors'  benefits?  Both  of  these  pro- 
visions were  increased  in  the  same  bill 
which  removed  the  tobacco-related  com- 
pensation. Does  The  American  Legion 
believe  paying  smoking  checks  is  worth 
making  other  veterans  with  combat 
injuries  wait  to  have  their  claims 
processed?  This  result  would  have  been 
the  practical  effect  if  we  had  not  elimi- 
nated smoking  checks.

Flynt  Pa 


From  the  windswept 
plains  of  the  Texas  pan- 
handle to  the  highest  office 
of  The  American  Legion, 
Past  National  Commander 
Jack  W.  Flynt  was  a  devot- 
ed Legionnaire  and  family 
man  who  put  service 
above  self.  Legionnaires 
are  mourning  the  passing 
of  Flynt,  75,  who  died  Jan. 
2  in  a  Lubbock,  Texas 
hospital  of  complications 
from  recent  heart  bypass 
surgery.  He  had  been  a 
member  of  Greer  H.  Estes 
Post  445  in  Dimmitt, 
Texas,  since  1952. 


Flynt  left  his  studies  at 
Texas  A&M  University  to 
join  the  Army  in  February 
1943,  where  he  trained  as  a 
fire  control  electrician  in  the 
artillery.  He  was  attached  to 
a  military  police  unit  in  Iran 
and  later  assigned  to  Allied 
Forces  Headquarters,  G-2 
section,  in  Caserta  before 
being  shipped  home  and 
honorably  discharged  in 
March  1946. 

Flynt  became  active  in 
his  local  Post  after  taking 
part  in  a  fund-raiser  to  assist 
a  local  veteran's  widow,  a 
neighbor  of  the  future 


National  Commander.  From 
there,  Flynt  served  in 
numerous  Department  and 
National  offices  until  his 
election  as  National  Com- 
mander by  delegates  to  the 
63rd  National  Convention, 
in  Honolulu  in  1981. 

Funeral  services  were 
conducted  Jan.  4,  with  bur- 
ial in  Dimmitt,  Texas,  with 
full  military  honors.  His

UR  PREAMBLE  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  The  American  Legion 
is  an  eloquent  statement  of  prin- 
ciple and  of  intent  because  it 
established  a  code  our  members 
have  lived  by  since  1919. 

We're  about  to  enter  the  80th 
year  since  an  inspired  group  of 
Americans  decided  they  should 
all  "stick  together"  on  returning 
home.  Well,  after  eight  decades, 
the  idea  seems  to  have  stuck.  We  are  upholding 
those  principles  and  carrying  forth  the  programs 
that  reflect  my  theme  for  this  year:  "America 
Learns,  America  Loves  and  America  Lives 
Through  The  American  Legion." 

I  adopted  that  motto  to  remind  us  of  the  impor- 
tant work  we  do,  of  the  array  of  programs  that 
bring  so  much  positive  push  to  people's  lives; 
and,  like  the  Preamble,  it  stands  as  both  a  state- 
ment of  principle  and  a  declaration  of  intent  that 
will  ensure  our  service  to  veterans  and  their  fami- 
lies will  flourish  into  the  21st  century.  A  state- 
ment of  principles  we  developed  earlier  this  year 
distills  the  sentiments  expressed  in  the  Preamble 
to  their  essence. 

It  reads:  "The  American  Legion  exists  to 
ensure  that  no  veteran  or  veteran's  family  will 
lack  adequate  food,  clothing,  shelter,  medical 
care  or  meaningful  employment;  America's  chil- 
dren will  learn  and  embrace  values  that  sustain 


our  liberty;  and  our  nation  will  be  strong  enough 
morally  and  militarily  to  protect  our  nation 
against  any  foe." 

The  American  Legion  family  has  always  been 
there  for  veterans  with  Legion  programs  such  as 
Temporary  Financial  Assistance,  which  offers 
direct  grants  to  veterans  with  minor  children  at 
home;  or  the  National  Emergency  Fund  offering 
short-term  financial  assistance  to  Legionnaires 
caught  up  in  natural  disasters. 

Department  Service  Officers,  underpaid  and 
overworked,  are  nonetheless  among  the  most  ded- 
icated veterans'  advocates  it's  been  my  privilege 
to  know.  Every  day  they  fight  to  secure  benefits 
for  their  clients.  Just  this  year,  boosted  by  our 
unswerving  support,  Congress  finally  passed  a 
law  enforcing  veterans'  preference  laws. 

Among  numerous  provisions  that  benefit  vet- 
erans in  the  workplace,  the  Veterans  Employment 
Opportunities  Act  of  1998  expands  the  number  of 
federal  jobs  open  to  qualified  veterans  and  consol- 
idates enforcement  authority  in  the  Department  of 
Labor's  Veterans  Employment  Training  Service. 
Congress  also  knows  where  we  stand  on  reform- 
ing the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs. 

The  VA  already  has  adopted  some  provisions 
of  the  Legion's  GI  Bill  of  Health;  we  will  contin- 
ue our  push  for  our  proposal  because  it's  the  most 
common-sense  approach  to  gaining  the  funds  the 
VA  needs  to  treat  more  veterans. 

To  ensure  the  veteran's  voice  is  heard  on  Capi- 
tol Hill,  we  need  numbers  to  amplify  that  voice. 
Em  proud  that  membership  is  more  than  16,000 
ahead  of  this  time  last  year.  Exciting  things  are 
happening,  an  encouraging  sign  for  the  future. 

America  learns  through  The  American 
Legion's  youth  programs  that  uphold  the  values 
our  nation  must  embrace  to  be,  "the  last  best  hope 
of  the  world."  As  Legionnaires  mark  American- 
ism Month  in  February,  they're  nurturing  hope 
through  American  Legion  Baseball,  the  National 
High  School  Oratorical  Contest,  Junior  Shooting 
Sports,  Boys  State  and  Boys  Nation,  National 
Family  Week,  National  Education  Week  and 
other  programs.  Above  all,  our  leading  role  in  the 
Citizens  Flag  Alliance  is  the  best  civics  lesson 
available  to  young  people.

Blowing  the  Whistle 

He's  a  government  scientist  who  blew 
the  whistle  on  his  own  employer,  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency. 
But  Dr.  David  L.  Lewis  is  also  on  a  cru- 
sade against  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control.  Lewis  wants  people  to  know 
that  CDC  standards  for  cleaning  some 
medical  devices  do  not  eliminate  the  risk 
of  infection,  disease  and  even  death. 

His  latest  target  is  the  endoscope, 
used  for  colorectal  cancer  screening. 
"Only  20  percent  of  hospitals  and  clinics 
sterilize  the  endoscopes  after  each  use," 
he  says.  "And  virtually  no  private  prac- 
tice physicians  use  sterilization."  Instead, 
they  rely  on  chemical  disinfectants 
which  fail  to  kill  all  disease-causing 
organisms. 

Lewis,  whose  campaigns  have  gen- 
erated national  attention,  says  that  he 
wants  the  CDC  to  recommend  steriliza- 
tion of  the  endoscope  before  each  use. 
Current  CDC  guidelines  suggest  "high- 
level  disinfection"  when  sterilization  is 
not  feasible.  Lewis  also  wants  consid- 
eration of  new  endoscope  technology, 
developed  by  a  New  York  firm,  that 
uses  a  sheath  and  other  disposable 
parts,  so  that  anything  touching  the 
patient  gets  discarded. 

Thanks  to  Lewis,  the  CDC  has 
already  upgraded  standards  for  dental 
handpieces,  advising  heat-sterilization. 
Still,  Lewis  advises  dental  patients  to 
specifically  ask  their  doctors  if  they  are 
sterilizing  the  instruments  after  every  use. 


State  of  Emergency 

In  the  recent  movie,  "The  Siege,"  a  fic- 
tional terrorist  attack  on  America  leads 
the  president  to  declare  a  national 
emergency.  But  the  Y2K  computer 
problem  isn't  fiction.  And  Michael  K. 
Powell,  who  holds  the  position  of 
"defense  commissioner"  at  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission,  has  spo- 
ken publicly  of  a  national  emergency 
being  declared  by  the  president  if  the 
global  telecommunications  infrastruc- 
ture collapses. 

During  an  appearance  before  the 
Senate  Y2K  Committee,  Powell  said 
he  would  prefer  not  to  go  into  detail 
about  this  possibility  in  an  open  forum. 
But  he  did  say  that  he  could  take  "cer- 
tain steps"  on  his  own,  without  a  vote 
of  the  FCC  commissioners,  to  handle  a 
potential  crisis. 

The  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency  is  warning  of  "scattered  disrup- 
tions in  critical  systems  such  as  traffic 
control,  communications  or  power, 
which  could  complicate  local,  state  and 
federal  efforts  to  provide  disaster 
response." 

...and  Palestine 

ith  the  CIA  playing  referee  in  the 
land-for-peace  deal  between 
Yasser  Arafat  and  the  Israeli 


government,  Capitol  Hill  is  now  brac- 
ing for  the  fallout  when  Arafat 
declares  statehood  for  Palestine  in 
May.  But  on  the  official  Website  of 
Arafat's  Palestinian  National  Author- 
ity, it  is  a  done  deal.  Arafat  is  already 
identified  as  the  "President  of  the 
State  of  Palestine."  Arafat  notes  that 
the  U.N.  General  Assembly  has 
upgraded  Palestinian  U.N.  represen- 
tation as  "an  essential  step  toward 
full  membership"  in  the  world  body. 
But  will  the  United  States  recognize 
this  new  state?

«ir  Force  Lt.  Gen.  Kenneth  A. 
Minihan  is  scheduled  to  step 
down  as  director  of  the  super- 
secret  National  Security  Agency  in 
March.  But  he  will  leave  controversy 
in  his  wake,  stemming  from  alleged 
NSA  involvement  in  a  spy  network 
called  Echelon. 

A  report  for  the  European  Parlia- 
ment says  Echelon  monitors  all  tele- 
phones, faxes  and  e-mails  that  use 
satellite  communications.  Designed  to 
uncover  criminal  activities,  and  enemy 
intelligence,  critics  say  the  network 
also  has  potential  for  invading  the  pri- 
vacy of  ordinary  citizens.  The  system 
is  run  by  the  U.S.,  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  New  Zealand.  □ 


American  Space  Lead  Lost  oo  Earth 


|enator  Bill  Frist  of  Tennessee  says 
[contracting  with  Communist 
IChina  to  launch  U.S.  satellites 
doesn't  make  sense  and  threatens  our 
national  security.  But  his  office  says 
that  he  is  not  yet  prepared  to  endorse 
the  approach  of  Louisiana  Sen.  John 
Breaux,  who  wants  federal 
loans  for  the  U.S.  space 
launch  industry. 

Frist,  chairman  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  Science, 
Ethnology  and  Space,  held 
hearings  showing  that  the 
U.S.  industry  has  only  40 
percent  of  the  world  market, 
compared  to  100  percent  20 
years  ago.  Breaux  says  the 
decline  is  due  to  subsidies 
for  firms  competing  with  the 
United  States. 


Lockheed  Martin  says  Breaux 's  bill, 
the  Space  Launch  Cost  Reduction  Act, 
would  make  launches  less  expensive. 
Another  firm,  Space  Access,  which  has 
developed  a  multi-stage,  reusable 
launch  system,  says  tax  incentives  are 
also  needed  for  the  industry.

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Total  Knee 

Replacement  Surgery 

Advances  in  prosthetic  design  -  plus  instrumen- 
tation allowing  easier  installation  -  are  making 
total  knee  replacement  more  common. 


OR  Judy  Sanders,  bowling 
became  a  painstaking 
sport.  Reminding  herself, 
"I  know  this  is  going  to 
hurt,"  Sanders  would  limp 
up  the  lane,  barely  muster- 
ing enough  strength  to  pre- 
serve her  145  average. 

Intense  knee  pain 
almost  ended  her  participa- 
tion in  four  bowling 
leagues.  Torn  knee  cartilage  from  a 
volleyball  injury  suffered  in  1989 
caused  her  to  develop  arthritis.  But 
the  Indianapolis  resident  wasn't  about 
to  be  sidelined  by  a  deteriorating 
knee.  "I  am  very  much  the  type  of 
person  who  was  determined  to  work 
around  the  pain,"  says  the  lively  58- 
year-old  retired  teacher. 

Indeed,  Sanders  attempt 
ed  to  continue  an  active 
lifestyle.  But  the  realiza- 
tion that  walking  up 
or  down  stairs  was  no 
longer  an  option,  coupled 
with  numerous  falls  off 
simple  street  curbs, 
prompted  her  to  take  that  il 
necessary  last  step:  knee 
replacement  surgery. 

"Life  since  the  surgery  is  pain- 
free,"  says  an  exhilarated  Sanders, 
who  had  her  left  knee  joint  replaced  in 
January  1998,  and  the  other  replaced 
last  month.  "I  feel  like  I  have  my  life 
back."  Sanders  joined  the  ranks  of 
more  than  200,000  other  Americans

when  she  elected  to  have  the 
increasingly  popular  procedure. 
It  is  generally  performed  on 
individuals  who  suffer  osteo- 
arthritis of  the  knee. 

According  to  Dr.  Edward 
Hellman,  assistant  professor  of 
orthopedic  surgery  at  the  Indi- 
ana University  Medical  Cen- 
ter, it  is  recommended  for  peo- 
ple who  live  with  severe  arthritic  pain 
causing  loss  of  mobility  and  a 
decreased  ability  to  perform  routine 
daily  activities.  "For  instance," 
explains  Hellman,  "when  someone 
would  like  to  go  shopping  but  cannot 
walk  through  the  whole  store,  or 
would  like  to  take  their  grandchildren 
to  the  zoo  but  cannot  be  on  their  feet 
that  long,  that's  when  they  have 
enough  pain  to  consider  surgery." 
Replacing  natural  joints  with 
prosthetic  alternatives  has  been 
a  successful  form  of  treat- 
ment for  more  than  30 
years.  With  knee  replace- 
ment surgery,  a  prosthetic 
joint  made  of  metal  and 
plastic  is  substituted  for  the 
arthritic  joint.  An  incision 
is  made  over  the  front  of 
the  knee,  through  which  the  dis- 
eased bone  is  removed.  The  new 
prosthetic  joint  is  then  cemented  into 
place.  A  three-  to  five-day  hospital- 
ization, followed  by  three  months  of 
moderate  physical  therapy,  relieves 
most,  if  not  all,  knee  pain. 

The  procedure  offers  patients  many 
advantages,  including  reduced  joint 
pain,  increased  strength,  easier  move- 
ment and,  ultimately,  improved  quali- 
ty of  life.  For  most,  these  benefits  far 
outweigh  such  possible  risks  as  infec- 
tion, blood  clotting,  nerve  damage  and 


excessive  bleeding. 

Prosthetic  knee  joints  will  typically 
last  10  to  15  years.  The  limited  service 
life  explains  why  the  average  age  of 
recipients  is  65.  Younger  patients  can 
have  the  procedure,  but  most  tend  to 
lead  more  active  lives  causing  exces- 
sive wear  and  reducing  the  prosthet- 
ic's  life  span.  Although  the  procedure 
can  be  completed  a  second  or  even 
third  time,  the  general  rule  of  thumb  is 
that  the  best  knee  replacement  is  the 
first  knee  replacement. 

Measures  can  be  taken  to  delay  the 
need  for  surgery.  "The  first  thing  you 
need  to  do  is  look  at  your  weight," 
offers  Hellman.  "If  you're  really  over- 
weight, losing  a  few  pounds  can  be 
tremendously  helpful."  Secondly,  an 
exercise  regimen  that  is  non-impact 
will  allow  the  muscles  to  strengthen 
and  maintain  their  flexibility.  Activi- 
ties such  as  bicycling,  swimming, 
water  aerobics  and  walking  will  help 
prolong  the  life  of  the  joint. 

Bottom  line,  says  Hellman:  "If 
these  measures  have  been  tried  and 
you  are  still  living  with  pain  more 
days  than  not,  it's  worth  going  to  see 
somebody." 

Sanders  is  grateful  she  did. 
Although  volleyball  is  no  longer  an 
option,  she  is  bowling  again,  pain- 
free.

power  of  Congress  to  protect 
the  American  flag. 

To  a  casual  observer,  there 
may  seem  to  have  been  little 
progress  in  the  decade-long 
debate.  On  the  contrary,  in 
each  of  its  first  two  stages, 


crucial  ground  has  been  won 
for  the  amendment  -  ground 
defined  in  terms  of  the  issues 
on  which  argument  is  fo- 
cused. That  isn't  to  say  that  is- 
sues, once  resolved,  are  nev- 
er revived.  But  in  a  debate  like 
this  one,  periodic  revivals  of 
old  arguments  are  little  more 
than  quick,  nostalgic  visits  to 
past  battlefields.  The  real  fo- 
cus of  debate  has  moved  at 
each  stage  to  issues  where, 
as  proponents  of  a  flag 
amendment,  we  are  in  a 
stronger  position. 

In  the  first  stage  (1989-

1990)  the  key  ques- 
tion was  whether  a 
constitutional  amend- 
ment was  necessary 
to  correct  the  mistak- 
en 5-4  Supreme  Court 
decision  invalidating 
a  flag-protection  law. 
Opponents  insisted 
that  a  new  statute 
would  do  the  job.  It 
was  hard  to  counter  these 
smug  assurances,  so  Con- 
gress rejected  an  amendment 
and  enacted  a  statute.  Within 
months,  the  same  5-4  court 
majority  struck  it  down.  The 
opponents  of  an  amendment 
were  proved  wrong.  We  were 
proved  to  have  been  right. 
The  focus  of  debate  moved 
on. 

In  the  second  stage  (1994- 
1998)  the  focus  moved  to  is- 
sues having  to  do  with  likely 
effects  of  amending  the  con- 
stitution. Initially,  opponents 
opened  fire  with  gusto.  With 


scare  rhetoric, 
they  insisted  that 
an  amendment 
would  lead  to 
tyranny.  With 
haughty  disdain, 
they  insisted  it 
would  lead  to  all 
kinds  of  absurdi- 
ties. But  the  wild 
exaggerations  and 
silly  trivializations 
were  exposed. 
Even  the  oppo- 
nents seemed  to 
become  embar- 
rassed by  these  frivolous  ar- 
guments. By  1998,  the  gusto 
was  gone.  The  focus  of  de- 
bate moved  on. 

Now,  the  focus  is  on  our 
issue:  Should  Congress  be 
authorized,  once  again,  to 
protect  the  flag?  Opponents, 
most  of  whom  claimed  to 
support  flag  protection  in 
1989-1990,  are  reduced  to 
claiming  that  there  is  no  need 
for  it  after  all.  The  American 
people,  they  say,  honor  the 
flag  and  are  patriotic,  so  who 
cares  about  flag  burnings? 
"There's  no  problem,"  they 
now  insist.  The  weakness  of 
their  position,  and  the 
strength  of  ours,  is  due  not 
only  to  their  self-contradic- 
tion, but  also  to  an  opening, 
at  long  last,  for  us  to  set  the 
terms  of  the  debate. 

Our  terms  of  debate  in- 
volve three  mutually  reinforc- 
ing principles:  concern  for  fu- 
ture generations,  moderation 
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and  democracy.  These  are 
principles  that  win  debates  in 
America.  They  are  the  high 
ground  on  which  we  stand. 
Future  Generations.  Yes,  most 
Americans  are  still  patriotic. 
Yes,  most  still  respect  the  flag. 
That's  why  80  percent  of  the 
American  people  support  a 
constitutional  amendment.  But 
who  can  deny  the  culture 
change  in  America?  We  who 
have  lived  through  a  good  part 
of  the  last  half-century  recall 
an  aspiration  and  a  commit- 
ment to  national  community 
that  is  now  absent.  Think  of 
this:  If  the  president  elected  in 
2000  were  to  urge  us  to  "ask 
what  you  can  do  for  your  coun- 
try," would  the  response  be 
anything  like  the  response  to 
President  Kennedy  just  38 
years  ago?  Of  course,  those 
with  no  memory  -  especially 
children  -  can  have  no  such 
sense  of  loss  and,  so,  no  such 
sense  of  what  might  be.  For 
that  reason,  we  adults  owe  our 
children  an  effort  to  preserve 
or  restore  what  we  have 
known  to  be  valuable  -  not  just 
national  parks  but  national 
ideals  as  well. 

We  needn't  use  scare  rhetoric. 
We  needn't  claim  a  constitu- 


tional amendment  can  cure  all 
ills  (nothing  can).  We  need 
simply  point  out  that  the  5-4 
court  decision  forbidding  flag 
protection  had  a  discrete  but 
destructive  effect  on  some- 
thing we  know  to  be  valuable. 
It  not  only  permitted  but  also 
protected  -  and  thus  legitimat- 
ed -  desecration  of  the  sym- 
bol of  our  traditional  aspira- 
tion to  national  community. 
And  it  is  one  agent  of  destruc- 
tion that  -  unlike  the  more  dif- 
fuse pollutants  of  our  cultural 
and  natural  environment  -  can 
be  undone,  relatively  directly 
and  relatively  easily. 
The  Constitution's 
framers  gave  us 
the  tool  to  undo 
it.  It  is  called  a 
constitutional 
amendment. 

Our  oppo- 
nents may  refuse 
to  take  the  long 
view.  They  may 
refuse  to  look 
backward  or  for- 
ward in  time  to 
measure  what  we  have  lost, 
what  we  may  yet  lose  and 
what  we  might  still  restore. 
They  may  be  content  to  pas- 
sively resign  themselves  to 


present  gratification  and  a 
supposedly  inexorable  fate. 
We,  however,  won't  be  blind- 
ed or  passive.  We  will  act  like 
adults.  We  care  about  -  in- 
deed, we  recognize  an  obliga- 
tion to  -  our  children  and  our 
children's  children. 
Moderation.  The  amendment 
we  propose  is  moderate.  It  re- 
stores the  traditional  meaning 
of  the  Bill  of  Rights.  It  simply 
returns  to  Congress  the  au- 
thority to  make  law,  should 
majorities  in  both  houses 
(subject  to  presidential  veto) 
choose  to  do  so.  The  kind  of 
law  it  allows  Congress 
to  make  is  also  lim- 
ited. Other  than 
physical  desecra- 
tion of  an  Ameri- 
can flag,  words 
and  acts  -  con- 
veying any  mes- 
sage whatever  - 
are  entirely  be- 
yond its  reach. 
The  purpose  of 
any  such  law  would 
simply  be  to  encourage 
a  moderation  of  expressive 
behavior,  at  the  margin. 

By  contrast,  the  5-4  court 
decision  and  its  champions 
are  extremist.  They  say:  Who 


cares  about  two  centuries  of 
tradition?  Why  should  Con- 
gress ever  care  about  protect- 
ing the  flag  from  anything?  If 
someone  has  a  flag  and  wants 
attention,  let  him  rip  it,  burn  it, 
urinate  on  it,  defecate  on  it,  do 
whatever  he  wants  to  it.  "Who 
cares!"  That  is  the  very 
essence  of  extremism. 
Democracy.  In  a  democracy, 
when  enough  people  do  care 
about  something,  they  are  en- 
titled (at  least  presumptively) 
to  do  something  about  it.  That 
is  the  idea  of  our  Constitution 
and,  especially,  of  its  democ- 
ratic heart  -  Article  V  which  es- 
tablishes the  popular  process 
of  amendment. 

When  our  opponents  cry 
out  against  "amending  the 
First  Amendment,"  they  give 
the  game  away.  For  it  was  that 
5-4  decision  that  "amended" 
the  First  Amendment.  It  is  our 
aim  to  restore  its  traditional 
meaning.  And,  in  the  bargain, 
it  is  our  purpose  to  teach  our 
opponents  a  lesson:  That  in 
our  constitutional  democracy, 
It  is  not  judges  and  lawyers 
who  are  sovereign.  It  is  -  and 
if  we  are  not  to  forget  it,  we 
must  periodically  act  on  it  - 
"We,  the  People."  □

MPIRES  WAX  and  wane, 
they  have  their  ends  and  their 
beginnings."  Those  opening 
words  of  the  ancient  Chinese 
classic,  "Romance  of  the 
Three  Kingdoms",  could 
serve  as  the  epitaph  for 
NATO,  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty  Organization.  As  far 
as  the  United  States  was  con- 
cerned NATO  began  on  July 
21,  1948,  when  the  Senate  voted  82  to  13 
with  one  abstention  to  approve  the  North 
Atlantic  Treaty.

Over  the  next  four  decades  it  would 
grow  into  one  of  the  most  powerful  mili- 
tary alliances  the 
world  has  ever  seen. 
Although  the  politi- 
cal structure  would 
remain,  that  military 
alliance  would  ef- 
fectively end  on 
Dec.  20,  1995. 
Then,  ironically 
enough,  in  its  first 
operational  deploy- 
ment NATO  dis- 
patched its  Peace 
Implementation 
Force,  including 
20,000  U.S.  troops, 
to  Bosnia  to  provide 
for  that  country's  in- 
ternal stability.  With 
that  act,  the  focus  of 

NATO  changed  from  securing  Western 
Europe  from  external  attack  to  interfering 
in  the  internal  affairs  of  sovereign  Euro-

pean  nations.  Such  meddling  was  far  from 
the  reasons  the  Senate  cited  some  47  years 
earlier  to  break  with 
its  long-standing 
tradition  of  avoid- 
ing entangling  for- 
eign alliances.  It 
was  the  final  act  in 
the  waning  of 
NATO  that  began 
with  the  November 
1989  fall  of  the 
Berlin  Wall. 
Waxing.  NATO 
can  trace  its  begin- 
nings to  President 
Harry  S.  Truman's 
alarm  over  the 
1948  Soviet 
takeover  of  Poland 
and  Czechoslova- 
kia. "Something 
needed  to  be  done  to  counteract  the 
fears  of  the  people  of  Europe  that  their 
countries  would  be  overrun  by  the  So- 
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viet  Army  before  effective  help  could 
arrive,"  Truman  believed,  and  "only  an 
inclusive  security  system  could  dispel 
those  fears." 

Western  Europe's  fears  were  well 
founded.  In  East  Germany  alone,  22 
mechanized  Soviet  divisions  with  their 
10  supporting  artillery  divisions,  some 
300,000  men  in  all,  faced  five  ill- 
equipped  British  and  French  divisions 
and  the  81,000  soldiers  of  the  U.S.  1st 
Infantry  Division  and  the  division- 
equivalent  Constabulary  occupation 
force.  As  one  American  military  states- 
man observed,  "All  the  Russians  need 
to  get  to  the  channel  is  shoes." 

But  with  the  NATO  treaty,  all  that 
rapidly  changed.  Evidence  of 
NATO's  importance  can  be  found  in 
this  startling  fact:  Although  its  initial 
buildup  coincided  with  the  Korean 
War,  more  troops  were  dispatched  to 
Europe  than  Korea. 

NATO  had  literally  become  the  U.S. 
Army's  reason  for  being.  Not  only  were 
most  of  its  combat  divisions  either  sta- 
tioned in  Western  Europe  or  earmarked  for 
its  reinforcement,  but  NATO  became  the 
basis  for  America's  warfighting  doctrine, 
the  standard  for  its  communications, 
weaponry  and  ammunition,  and  for  the  de- 
sign of  its  equipment. 

By  the  time  the  Berlin  Wall  came 
down,  U.S.  strength  in  NATO  stood  at 
more  than  326,000.  Of  that,  nearly  205,000 


soldiers  assigned  to  the  7th  Army  were  or- 
ganized into  the  V  and  VII  Corps,  each 
with  an  armored  division,  a  mechanized 
infantry  division  and  an  armored  cavalry 
regiment.  U.S.  Air  Forces  in  Europe  in- 
cluded 76,000  airmen  and  615  combat 
aircraft;  the  20,000  sailors  and  Marines  of 
the  U.S.  Navy's  6th  Fleet  manned  four 


submarines,  a  carrier  battle  group  and  an 
amphibious  readiness  group,  which  in- 
cluded a  Marine  Expeditionary  Unit. 
Waning.  After  40  years,  NATO  had 
succeeded  beyond  the  wildest  expecta- 
tions of  its  founders.  Not  only  had  it  de- 
terred the  Soviet  Union's  Red  Army 
and  its  latter-day  Eastern  European 
Warsaw  Pact  allies  from  overrunning 
Western  Europe,  but  it  had  been  instru- 
mental in  the  demise  of  the  Soviet 
Union  itself. 

Stymied  by  NATO  from  expanding 
its  empire  by  force,  and  with  its  econo- 
my in  ruins  from  attempts  to  match 
U.S.  advances  in  weaponry,  the  Soviet 
Union  saw  first  East  Germany,  then 
Poland  and  the  rest  of  its  Warsaw  Pact 
allies  slip  from  its  orbit.  On  Aug.  29, 
1991,  the  Soviet  parliament  suspended 
the  communist  party,  and  on  Dec.  26, 
1991,  the  Soviet  Union  was  dissolved, 
replaced  by  Russia  and  1 1  independent 
republics.  NATO's  primary  reason  for 
being  had  ceased  to  exist,  and  it  ap- 
peared time  for  NATO  to  fold  its  tent. 
But  that  was  not  to  be. 

To  be  sure,  the  military  strength  of 
the  alliance  was  drastically  reduced. 
Between  1985  and  1997,  NATO  Eu- 
rope cut  its  armed  forces  from  3.1  mil- 
lion to  2.5  million.  And  even  before  the 
dissolution  of  the  Soviet  Union,  the 
United  States  felt  the  threat  had  so  di- 
minished that  in  1990  it  withdrew  its 
VII  Corps  from  NATO  and  dispatched 
it  to  the  Persian  Gulf.  Instead  of  return- 
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ing  to  Germany,  VII  Corps  was  deacti- 
vated, part  of  the  Army's  one-third 
post-Cold  War  reduction. 

From  more  than  326,000  men  and 
women  in  1989,  U.S.  strength  in  Europe 
declined  to  102,500.  While  Air  Force 
and  Naval  forces  remained  essentially 
unchanged,  Army  strength  was  slashed 
to  54,600  soldiers.  The  7th  Army's  re- 
maining V  Corps  consists  only  of  the  1  st 
Armored  Division  and  the  1st  Infantry 
Division  (Mechanized),  minus  one 
brigade.  U.S.  Army  Europe,  with  30,000 
fewer  soldiers  than  in  1950,  has  come 
full  circle  to  the  days  before  NATO. 
Politics  Takes  Command.  The  great 
strength  of  the  NATO  alliance  had 
been  that  it  was  primarily  a  warfight- 
ing  organization.  Its  mission  to  de- 
fend West  Europe  was  not  only  clear 
but  doable.  The  military  forces  of  its 
15  members  had  been  integrated  into 
a  single  command  structure  with  a 
common  warfighting  doctrine  and 
standardized  weaponry,  ammunition 
and  equipment.  But  all  this  changed 
when  NATO's  focus  moved  from  a 
defense  against  external  attack  to 
"peacekeeping"  and  intervention  in 
Balkan  nations. 

The  American  Legion  recognized 
this  danger  even  as  it  was  beginning. 
At  its  76th  National  Convention  in 
Minneapolis  in  September  1994, 
more  than  a  year  before  U.S.  troops 
were  sent  to  Bosnia,  it  noted  not 
only  that  we  had  no  national  inter- 
ests at  stake  there,  but  that  "history 
shows  that  foreign  nations  interven-

ing  in  this  region  have  been  unsuc- 
cessful in  imposing  lasting  political 
solutions  and  that  the  indigenous 
people,  aided  by  extremely  difficult 
terrain,  have  the  capacity  to  wage  re- 
lentless, costly  guerrilla  warfare 
against  an  intervening  power."  With 
these  facts  in  mind  it  passed  Resolu- 
tion 335,  urging  "the  U.S.  Govern- 
ment not  to  get  militarily  involved  in 
former  Yugoslavia." 

Unfortunately  the  U.  S.  government 
did  not  listen.  Not  only  did  it  send 
20,000  troops  to  Bosnia  a  year  later,  it 
reneged  on  its  promise  to  withdraw 
them  within  a  year.  Three  years  later, 
U.S.  troops  remain  in  Bosnia  and  in 
neighboring  Macedonia  as  well.  To 
add  insult  to  injury,  NATO  has  threat- 
ened to  send  troops  to  Kosovo,  for  cen- 
turies part  of  Serbia,  not  to  put  down 
the  communist-led  Kosovo  Liberation 
Army,  but  to  prevent  Serbia  from 
restoring  order  within  its  borders. 

With  that  October  1998  threat  to  use 


force,  editorialized  the  influential  Lon- 
don-based Economist  magazine, 
"NATO  for  the  first  time  has  thumbed 
its  nose  at  an  established  principle  of 
national  sovereignty  -  that  what  a  coun- 
try does  within  its  own  borders  is  its 
own  affair,  unless  it  threatens  interna- 
tional peace  or  security.  ...The  world's 
strongest  military  alliance  has  now 
made  it  plain  that  this  principle  is  sacred 
no  more."  NATO  has  turned  from  being 
a  preeminent  warrior  to  being  a  most  in- 
terfering nanny. 

It  might  be  in  Europe's  interest  to 
become  militarily  involved  in  Balkan 
affairs,  but  it  is  no  more  in  America's 
interest  in  1998  than  it  was  in  1821 
when  then  Secretary  of  State  John 
Quincy  Adams  first  resisted  such  en- 
tanglements. Faced  with  demands  that 
the  Navy's  Mediterranean  Squadron 
support  the  Greek  uprising  against  the 
Turks  (whose  Muslim  descendants  we 
now  support  in  Bosnia  and  Kosovo), 
Adams  refused:  "Wherever  the  stan- 
dard of  freedom  and  independence 
has  been  or  will  be  unfurled,  there 
will  be  America's  heart,  her  benedic- 
tions and  her  prayers,"  he  said.  "But 
she  goes  not  abroad  in  search  of  mon- 
sters to  destroy."  If  America  did  so, 
"The  fundamental  maxims  of  her  pol- 
icy would  insensibly  change  from  lib- 
erty to  force.  ...  She  might  become  the 
dictatress  of  the  world." 

America  did  not  join  NATO  to  be- 
come the  "dictatress  of  the  world"  but 
to  prevent  communist  dictators  from 
extending  their  sway.  Preventing  any 
power  from  dominating  Europe  has 
been  an  important  part  of  American 
foreign  policy,  so  important  that  we 
fought  two  world  wars  to  prevent  it. 
That  was  also  the  reason  for  our  almost 
50-year  involvement  with  NATO.  In 
keeping  the  Soviet  Union  from  such 
dominance,  the  NATO  military  al- 
liance was  a  prudent  investment. 

But  as  a  political  alliance  primarily 
concerned  with  European  affairs, 
NATO  has  become  what  George  Wash- 
ington  warned  against  in  his  1796 
Farewell  Address.  "Europe  has  a  set  of 
primary  interests  which  to  us  have  none 
or  a  very  remote  relation,"  he  said. 
"Hence,  therefore,  it  must  be  unwise  in 
us  to  implicate  ourselves  in  the  ordinary 
vicissitudes  of  her  policies."  That's 
what  we  have  been  doing  in  the  Balkans 
for  nearly  three  years.  With  vital  inter- 
ests in  Northeast  Asia  and  the  Middle 
East  to  defend,  we  cannot  invest  our 
military  resources  unwisely.  Unless 
NATO  can  return  to  its  roots,  it  is  time 
for  America  to  come  home.  □ 


AN  ARMY,  NOT  A  SALVATION  ARMY 


Noting  that  NATO  "remains  a  mil- 
itary alliance  without  a  clear  pur- 
pose in  the  wake  of  the  cold  war," 
the  Dec.  7,  1998  New  York  Times  ob- 
served that  "Washington's  answer  to  this 
identity  crisis  has  been  mischievous." 

On  the  eve  of  the  April  1999  50th 
Anniversary  NATO  summit  meeting  in 
Washington,  the  United  States  is  "press- 
ing ideas  that  could  ultimately  lead  to 
transforming  the  alliance  into  a  global 
strike  force."  Washington  would  do  bet- 
ter, the  Times  editorialized,  "to  encour- 
age NATO's  European  members  to  as- 
sume more  of  the  burden  of  maintaining 
European  security  and  stability.  ... 
NATO  should  be  worrying  primarily 
about  its  role  in  Europe." 

Recently  Great  Britain  and  France, 
the  world's  fourth-  and  fifth-ranked  mil- 
itary powers,  have  taken  steps  to  do  just 
that.  On  Dec.  5,  1998  it  was  announced 
that  Britain  had  accepted  a  long-time 
French  proposal  for  creation  of  a  Euro- 


pean Union  force  that  could  act  indepen- 
dently of  the  U.S.  or  NATO.  As  a 
spokesman  for  British  Prime  Minister 
Tony  Blair  had  said  earlier,  "This  is 
about  how  governments  can  put  together 
alliances  for  peacekeeping  and  military 
operations  that  are  effective  without  con- 
stantly, as  with  Kosovo,  having  to  rely  at 
every  stage  on  American  engagement." 

"NATO's  new  role  should  be 
premised  on  more  equal  partnership  in 
European  defense,"  the  Dec.  7,  1998 
New  York  Times  editorial  concluded. 
"America  should  maintain  its  commit- 
ment to  helping  defend  its  allies  against 
outside  threats.  But  it  should  expect 
them  to  take  on  more  responsibility  for 
managing  anarchy  and  strife  in  their  own 
backyards."  Providing  mutual  defense 
against  external  attack  was  why  America 
joined  NATO  and  why  the  American 
people  supported  NATO  wholehearted- 
ly. A  return  to  that  basic  purpose  will  en- 
sure that  support  into  the  next  century. 
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Watering  chores,  water  bills!  Sweating  behind  a  roaring  mower! 
Spraying  poison  chemicals  and  digging  weeds...

"Always  fall  on  your 
back,"  he  had  been  told  by 
another  Stars  and  Stripes 
staffer.

century  and  before. 

Stars  and  Stripes,  still  pub- 
lishing    for  military 
personnel  around  the  globe, 
has  spawned  some  of  the  top 
names  in  the  American  press. 
Harold  W.  Ross,  who  founded 
The  New  Yorker  magazine, 
was  an  alum  of  a  different  ver- 
sion published  in  World  War 
I.  World  War  II  pro- 
duced cartoonist  Bill 
Mauldin,  and  colum- 
nist Andy  Rooney 
learned  much  of  his 
craft  reporting  for  the 
European  edition. 

In  Korea,  Sandy 
Colton,  who  would 
later  head  up  the  na- 
tional photo  desk  for 
the  Associated  Press, 
drove  around  the  front 
lines  with  his  camera 
in  an  old  jeep  and 
wrote  of  soldiers'  lives 
for  the  Pacific  edition. 
Award  winning  pho- 
tojournalist  Red  Grandy  cut  images  of 
the  Cold  War  throughout  the  long,  diffi- 
cult and  explosive  struggle  in  Europe. 

In  Vietnam  Jack  Fuller,  novelist 
and  president  of  the  Chicago  Tri- 
bune, and  Steve  Kroft,  correspondent 
for  the  CBS  news  magazine  "60  Min- 
utes," did  their  journalism  appren- 
ticeships as  servicemen  writing  for 
Stars  and  Stripes. 

"I  am  old  school,"  Kroft  says.  "I 
think  print  experience  is  very  impor- 
tant. When  I  hired  in  at  CBS  in  1980, 
they  looked  at  my  Stars  and  Stripes  ex- 
perience." 

From  November  1970  until 
the  end  of  May  1971,  Kroft  did 
his  tour  with  the  newspaper,  go- 
ing into  the  field  to  cover  troops 
for  two  weeks  at  a  time  before  re- 
turning to  home  base  to  write.  An 
around-the-clock  operation  kept 
the  newspaper  going  out  to  troops 
throughout  the  Pacific  Theater. 
Today  the  paper  route  still  serves 
about  100,000  active  duty  person- 
nel from  Indonesia  to  the  Mar- 
shall Islands  to  Diego  Garcia  in 
the  Indian  Ocean  and  back  to  Japan. 

"It  was  the  only  real  journalism  job 
you  could  have  in  the  Army,"  says 
Kroft,  who  received  a  Bronze  Star 
with  an  Oak  Leaf  Cluster  for  his  jour- 
nalistic service. 

Stars  and  Stripes  is  published  and 
funded  by  the  Department  of  Defense 
but  there  has  long  been  an  ethic  of

itorial  indepen- 
dence, which  its 
journalists  say  has 
had  to  be  defend- 
ed from  time  to 
time  -  primarily 
from  mid-level 
commanders  wor- 
ried  a  story  or 
photo  would  land 
them  in  trouble. 

"You  would 
occasionally  get 
into  editorial  bat- 
tles, but  I  only  had 
one  story  killed  in 
the  six  months  I  was 
there,"  Kroft  says.  "We 
were  on  patrol  near 
Danang  with  local  militia. 
There  was  an  ambush.  Af- 
terward, the  militia  found 
a  woman  they  believed, 
and  probably  was,  a  Viet 
Cong  sympathizer.  They 
were  pretty  rough  with 
her,  and  I  reported  that 
they  held  her  head  under 
water  to  get  information.  That  was  the 
only  time  I  had  trouble,  and  I  under- 
stood why." 

The  journalism  staff,  his  editors 
and  colleagues,  were  among  the 
best  the  profession  had  to  offer,  he 
says.  "And  that  wasn't  the  only  time 
I've  worked  somewhere  and  had  a 
story  killed." 

The  purpose  of  Stars  and  Stripes  is 
essentially  noble. 

"There  is  something  genuinely  and 
fundamentally  right  about  this  unique 


and  remarkable  thing  -  to  put  a  newspa- 
per out  during  a  war  that  tells  the  truth, 
and  it's  about  the  war,"  says  Fuller. 
"The  moral  case  for  presenting  a  front 
line  soldier  with  the  truth  is  imperative." 

Like  most  "Stripers,"  Fuller  came 
on  board  as  an  enlisted  man  with  some 
journalism  experience,  which  includ- 
ed covering  the  anti-war  riots  in 
Chicago.  "But  it  was  nothing  like  cov- 
ering the  war." 

The  toughest  thing  often  was  find- 
ing a  way  to  get  to  the  story,  he  says. 
During  the  Cambodian  invasion  in 
1970,  he  and  another  journalist  found 
the  nearest  car  and  started  driving  to- 
ward the  action.  Soon  the  men  found 
themselves  in  a  tank  column  with  com- 
manders wondering  where,  exactly,  a 
station  wagon  should  fit. 

Nothing  of  tactical  value  to  the  en- 
emy was  permitted  to  be  reported  in 
the  newspaper,  a  rule  strictly  fol- 
lowed. "We  didn't  always  make  our- 
selves popular  with  the  theater  com- 
manders but  we  did  our  best  to  deliver 
information  to  the  soldiers  in  the 
field,"  he  says. 

That  has  been  the  tradition. 

Vintage  servicemen,  and  those  who 
know  them  well,  sit  around  in  humid 
Florida  air  and  talk  about  their  careers. 
Most  are  retired,  some  are  still  journalists 
and  a  few  moved  on  to  other  endeavors. 
But  to  a  man  and  woman  they  agree, 
working  at  Stars  and  Stripes  was  the  best 
job  they  ever  had.  All  are  members  of 
The  Stars  and  Stripes  Association  meeting 
in  Orlando  for  its  1998  annual  reunion. 

Discussion,  other  than  memories, 
wanders  to  the  future  of  their  common

newspaper  and  the  fact  that  all  is  about  to 
change.  By  summer  the  operation  of  the 
European  and  Pacific  editions  will  be 
merged  into  one  -  based  in  Washington. 

"There  were  a  whole  lot  of  things 
that  went  into  the  decision,"  says  Fred 
Wilson,  a  managing  editor  for  Stars 
and  Stripes  in  Washington.  "We  will 
realize  a  lot  of  economies  of  scale.  To- 
day, if  we're  going  to  run  a  story  out  of 
the  Pentagon,  we  have  to  run  it  through 
two  (editorial)  desks." 

However,  Wilson  says,  Stars  and 
Stripes  will  maintain  its  offices  in  Ger- 
many and  Japan  and  plans  to  expand 
coverage  while  only  combining  pro- 
duction and  design  operations  back  in 
the  United  States. 

The  modern  European  and  Pacific 
editions  were  established  in  World 
War  II  and  continue  to  serve  Ameri- 


cans in  both  sections  of  the  world.  An- 
other version  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
owned  by  the  National  Guardsman 
(later  the  National  Tribune  Corp.) 
served  WWI  troops.  The  first  newspa- 
per to  use  the  Stars  and  Stripes  name 
was  published  by  Union  troops  in 
1861,  after  seizing  a  Confederate 
newspaper  in  Bloomfield,  Mo.  Today 
the  National  Tribune  Corp.  still  pub- 
lishes a  veterans  edition  of  the  Stars 
and  Stripes. 

An  effort  to  memorialize  the  newspa- 
per by  creating  a  museum  continues  in 
Bloomfield.  "It  will  take  10  years,  and 
we'll  build  it  in  five  stages,"  says  Gary 
Capps,  executive  director  of  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  Museum  and  Library  Asso- 
ciation and  past  Post  Commander  for 
Bloomfield  Stars  and  Stripes  Post  382. 

The  initial  phase  of  the  museum  is 


completed,  with  3,600 
square  feet  and  an  av- 
erage of  about  20  visi- 
tors a  day.  Eventually, 
Capps  says,  the  build- 
ing will  be  25,000 
square  feet  and  house 
exhibits  and  archives 
detailing  the  history  of 
the  service  members' 
newspaper.  A  whole 
wing  could  be  devoted 
to  the  life  and  work  of 
Francis  "Red"  Grandy. 

"It  was  always  bad 
luck  that  turned  into 
good  luck,"  the  retired 
Striper  photographer 
says.  Grandy  has  held 
some  of  the  defining 
moments  of  the  last 
half-century  in  his 
viewfinder.  Neither  a 
serviceman  nor  a 
newspaperman  when 
he  joined  the  staff  of 
European  Stars  and 
Stripes,  he  was  quickly 
elevated  to  head  of  the 
photography  depart- 
ment on  the  strength  of 
his  work,  and  would 
remain  through  most 
of  the  cold  war.  In 
1951  Grandy  was  giv- 
en an  assignment  in 
Koblenz,  Germany,  he 
didn't  really  want. 

"It  was  my  day 
off,"  Grandy  says.  He 
had  plans  to  go  skiing 
in  the  Alps  but  his  ed- 
itor needed  coverage 
of  Eisenhower  arriv- 
ing to  inspect  French  troops.  The  future 
president  was  still  Allied  Supreme 
Commander  in  Europe. 

Grandy  took  the  assignment.  About 
10  a.m.,  as  Eisenhower  was  in  Koblenz 
looking  over  French  forces,  word  hit  of 
Truman's  dismissal  of  Mac  Arthur.  The 
news  was  broadcast  around  the  world, 
but  Eisenhower  wouldn't  be  told. 

Apparently,  Grandy  said,  the  French 
didn't  want  to  distract  the  general.  Final- 
ly, Ike  spoke  with  Dick  O'Malley  of  the 
Associated  Press  who  asked  whether 
Eisenhower  knew  about  MacArthur. 

"No,  what  happened?,"  Grandy  re- 
members Eisenhower  asking. 

"He's  been  relieved  of  his  Far  East 
Command  by  President  Truman  and 
replaced  by  Gen.  Ridgeway,"  came 
the  answer. 

Grandy,  his  shutter  in  the  wait  for 
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just  this  moment,  immediately 
caught  the  shocked,  quizzica 
look  that  fell  on  Ike's  face.  The 
picture  was  to  win  every  major 
news  photography  award  that 
year  save  the  Pulitzer  Prize.  But  the 
night  news  editor  at  Stars  and  Stripes 
chose  not  to  run  it.  Grandy  decided  to 
go  skiing. 

Meanwhile  another  editor  found  the 
photo  lying  on  a  desk  and  made  sure  it 
ran  in  the  next  edition.  The  day  after 
that,  the  photo  appeared  in  dailies  all 
over  the  United  States. 

The  next  34  years  found  Grandy  be- 
ing detained  and  accused  of  being  a 
spy  for  taking  photos  of  a  Communist 
Youth  rally  in  Berlin;  in  the  midst  of 
earthquake  devastation  in  Libya  after 
being  stuck  waiting  for  a  flight  out  of 
Wheelus  Air  Base  in  Tripoli;  using 
liquor  to  bribe  his  way  into  the 
Olympic  Village  in  Sarajevo;  and  be- 
ing the  first  and  only  photog- 
rapher on  the  scene  of  an  air 
disaster  when  a  Russian  ver- 
sion of  the  Concorde  super- 
sonic jet  disintegrated  during 
the  Paris  air  show  in  1973. 
Grandy  had  left  his  creden- 
tials that  day  and  air  show 
officials  wouldn't  let  him 
onto  the  grounds  —  so  when 
the  accident  happened,  they 
couldn't  keep  him  from  dri- 
ving to  the  small  town  devas- 
tated by  the  crash. 

"Because  I  didn't  have  a  pass 
I  got  there,"  he  says.  "It's  bad 
luck  that  turns  out  to  be  good." 

In  1969,  President  Nixon  vis- 
ited West  Berlin  and  Grandy  was 
on  the  back  of  a  truck  that  carried 
a  makeshift  platform  for  photog-

raphers  covering  the  president's  mo- 
torcade. CBS  newsman  Dan  Rather 
was  standing  next  to  him.  Communist 
demonstrators  began  pelting  vehicles 
with  rocks  and  one  caught  Rather  in 
the  left  temple. 

"I  was  kind  of  mad  because  he  was 
there.  The  truck  was  supposed  to  be  for 
photographers.  But  now  I'm  glad  he 
was  there.  He  kept  me  from  getting 
hit,"  Grandy  recalls. 

Stars  and  Stripes  tended  to  collect  re- 
porters who  figured  out  ways  to  get 
things  done  and  worried  about  the  ram- 
ifications later.  Sandy  Colton,  a 
sergeant  in  the  Air  Force,  found  himself 
a  correspondent  without  a  vehicle  in 
Korea.  So  he  acquired  his  own  jeep. 

"The  18th  Fighter 
Bomber  Wing  NCO  Club  at 
Chinae  had  bought  it  from 
nearby  Marines  at  a  salvage 
yard  to  present  it  to  me 
when  I  complained  of  hav- 
ing to  hitchhike  all  over  Ko- 
°  rea,"  he  says.  "They  also 
j  provided  me  with  a  case  of

scotch,  part  of  which  got  the 
old  wreck  back  in  shape  af- 
ter I  got  it  up  to  Seoul.  When 
I  left  Korea,  no  one  at 
Stripes  had  the  guts  to  ac- 
cept it,  since  there  were  no 
papers." 

In  Vietnam,  most  of  the 
correspondents  didn't  even 
wear  regulation  uniforms. 

"If  you're  a  PFC,  I  mean, 
you  can't  sit  there  and  inter- 
view a  colonel  with  one  stripe 
on,"  says  Mike  Mealey,  a 
Spec.  4  during  his  time  as  a 
reporter  in  Vietnam. 

Cooper  was  in  his  sec- 
ond tour  of  duty  with 
Stripes  when  he  went  into 
the  field  in  July  1966  near 
the  Cambodian  border.  The 
squad  of  infantry  had  spent 
the  night  listening  for  Viet 
Cong.  They  heard  nothing. 
"At  daybreak,  we  started 
to  walk  back,  when  the  platoon  leader 
saw  Viet  Cong  30  to  40  yards  away. 
We  saw  bodies  moving  along.  Even 
when  you're  trying  not  to  be  heard,  you 
can't  move  without  being  heard.  We 
taped  our  dog  tags  together  so  they 
wouldn't  be  clanking,  that's  one  thing 
the  movies  always  get  wrong.  Your 
dog  tags  are  taped  together."  Cooper 
remembers. 

The  Viet  Cong  opened  fire  seconds 
after  the  men  froze  in  their  tracks. 

"It  was  controlled  fear  after  the  first 
shots  were  fired,"  he  says.  "Always 
looking  for  cover  and  trying  to  help  the 
wounded  without  getting  shot."  Six 
Americans  were  wounded.  Cooper 
bandaged  two  of  them  in  the  field.  One 
had  been  hit  in  the  head.  Another 
spurted  blood  skyward.  In  the  middle 
of  it  all,  Cooper  saw  a  mortar  round  ex- 
plode where  he  first  took  cover. 

Over  the  course  of  the  30-minute 
engagement,  Cooper  took  up  three  dis- 
carded M-16  rifles,  and  each  one 
jammed.  Members  of  the  35th  Infantry 
spotted  the  squad  in  trouble  and  came 
to  the  rescue.  Amazingly,  no  Ameri- 
can died  there  that  day. 

Cooper,  now  an  editor  at  The  News 
Journal  in  Wilmington,  Del.,  told  a 
rescuer  that  he  had  never  been  in  a  gun 
fight  before.  That  is  when  the  business 
of  war  gets  interesting,  the  soldier  told 
Cooper.  And  that  is  when  it  pays  to  see 
what  is  going  on  around  you.  □

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Aluminum  Overcast  -  are  escorted  by 
a  flock  of  B-25s,  B-24s  and  aerial  car- 
go carriers.  The  squadrons  make  mul- 
tiple passes  then  fly  out  of  sight,  set- 
ting the  blue-sky  stage  for  the  Con- 
federate Air  Force's  grand  jewel,  Fiji. 
The  powerful  purr  of  the  B-29  Super- 
fortress' four  engines  draws  the 
crowd  to  its  feet  and  stirs  even  veter- 
an airshow  goers  to  pause.  "Have  you 
ever  seen  so  many  bombers  before?" 
beams  Jim  Liles,  Legionnaire  and 
Confederate  Air  Force  wing  leader  of 
the  Cen-Tex  wing.  "You  may  never 
see  anything  like  that  again." 

The  organizers  of  the  Fina-CAF 
AirSho  '98  in  Midland,  Texas,  have 
little  use  for  static  displays  of  aircraft 
from  ages  past.  Nor  do  they  have  any 
intention  of  showcasing  planes  which 
simply  limp  and  sputter  along,  for 
that  matter.  Each  plane  rising  from 
the  runway  on  this  hot  October  week- 
end gleams,  roars,  climbs  and  per- 
forms just  as  it  did  during  its  prime. 

Reenacted  battles  employ  the 
planes,  both  ally  and  enemy,  from 
World  War  I,  World  War  II,  Korea, 
Vietnam,  the  Falklands  and  Desert 
Storm.  Expert  pyrotechnicians 


choreograph  the  bomb  runs  by  ignit- 
ing gasoline-fueled  explosions, 
drawing  earnest  "oohs"  and  "aahs" 
from  the  crowd. 

Prepare  For  Takeoff.  More  than 
100  aircraft  have  been  scrambled 
for  the  airshow,  all  of  which  are  dis- 
played on  the  flightline.  To  the  un- 
trained eye,  the  collection  of  Zeros, 
Kates  and  Vals  -  remnants  of  an  en- 
tire squadron  built  in  a  Long  Beach, 
Calif.,  factory  for  the  movie  "Tora, 
Tora,  Tora"  -  looks  to  have  come 
straight  from  the  Land  of  the  Rising 
Sun.  A  closer  inspection,  however, 
reveals  their  true  identity  -  modi- 
fied AT-6s.  "It's  bigger  and  heavier 
than  an  AT-6,"  explains  Bill  Pow- 
ers, Legionnaire  and  Kate  pilot. 
"They  stretched  the  fuselage  to  ac- 
commodate the  gunner's  seat, 
moved  the  engine  forward  to  keep 
the  center  of  gravity,  then  cut  the 
tail  off  and  replaced  it  with  a  tail  as- 
sembly of  a  BT-13." 
Prepare  for  Launch.  With  a  quick 
glance  at  his  watch,  Powers  ambles 
to  the  hangar  for  the  briefing.  Mod- 
el planes  and  jets  dangle  above  the 
capacity  crowd  of  pilots  as  the  air 


boss,  Ralph  Royce,  reviews  the 
show's  parameters,  the  ceiling, 
hard  deck,  boundaries  and  which 
runways  will  be  used. 

The  meeting  ends  and  the  pilots 
head  back  to  the  tarmac.  Powers  be- 
gins his  preflight:  checking  oil  and 
fuel,  pounding  on  some  sections,  jig- 

Layne  Cameron' s  Air-Sho  high- 
lights included  sitting  in  the  gunner's 
seat  of  a  B-17  and  meeting  Col.  Henry 
Potter,  navigator  on  crew  one  of 
Doolittle's  Raiders. 
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gling  others. 
The  dusty  breeze 
whips  the  Japanese  flag 
as  he  mounts  the  bulky 
Lewis  machine  gun.  The  spry  Texan 
hops  on  and  off  the  wing  seemingly 
as  easily  as  he  did  during  his  Air 
Force  days. 

Wanting  to  continue  flying,  Powers 
joined  the  CAF  before  retiring  as  a 
lieutenant  colonel  in  1975.  Since  he 
had  experience  with  AT-6s,  he  was 
drawn  to  flying  the  Kate.  When  it 
came  up  for  sale  in  1977,  he  persuad- 
ed five  others  to  invest  $3500  each  to 
purchase  it. 

Over  the  years,  the  steady  appear- 


ance schedule  has  in- 
creased while  the  invest- 
ment group  has  been  reduced  to 
three.  The  Kate  performs  nearly  10 
shows  annually  from  Vancouver  to 
Houston.  The  appearance  fees  de- 
fray the  cost  of  maintenance,  but  the 
rest  comes  from  the  pockets  of  the 
plane's  sponsors. 

Inside  the  cockpit,  Powers  closes 
the  canopy  and  waits  for  the 
squadron  leader  to  give  the  crank 
sign.  With  a  wave,  Powers  fires  up 
his  600-HP  Pratt  &Whitney  and  taxis 
down  the  runway. 

Look,  Up  in  the  Sky.  From  the 
ground,  enemy  and  ally  planes  ap- 
pear perilously  close  to  each  other  as 
the  Toras  stage  a  dogfight  with  a  P- 
51  Mustang,  a  P-40  Warhawk,  an 
F4U  Corsair  and  a  Hellcat.  The  sym- 


phony of  radial  engines,  Merlins  and 
Allisons  is  pure  ecstasy.  Chest- 
thumping  ground  explosions  accent 
the  narrators'  tale  of  the  attack  on 
Pearl  Harbor.  In  the  next  act,  smoke 
pours  from  the  Tora  birds  as  the  bat- 
tle of  Midway  plays  out  in  full 
Shakespearean  drama. 

In  reality,  the  Toras  are  divided 
into  three  groups,  each  flying  a  differ- 
ent pattern  at  different  altitudes. 
"Everyone  has  their  airspace  and 
knows  what  they're  doing,"  says 
Powers.  "From  the  ground,  it  looks 
like  a  hairy  mess.  It's  a  great  show." 

The  crowd  agrees.  Knowing  the 
performers  circling  overhead  can't 
hear  them  doesn't  stop  fans  from  ap- 
plauding, whistling  and  screaming  for 
an  encore.  Witnessing  the  aerial 
artistry  and  conversing  with  pilots 
like  Powers  underscores  the  CAF's 
message:  "Where  history  is  not  just  a 
lesson  but  an  experience."  □ 
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Dr.  Kenneth  Kizer  says  'right-sizing'  the  system  and  long-term  care  are  priorities  for  the  VA. 


NDERSECRETARY  FOR  HEALTH  Dr.  Ken- 
neth W.  Kizer,  M.D.,  M.P.H.,  is  the  federal  gov- 
ernment's highest  ranking  physician  and,  as 
such,  is  one  of  the  key  players  in  the  Veterans 
Health  Administration's  "Journey  for  Change." 

That  journey  began  with  his  appointment  in 
October  1994,  and  in  little  more  than  three  years, 
Kizer  has  faced  mammoth  challenges  overseeing 
the  VA's  transition  from  a  hospital-based  to  an 
outpatient-based  system  operated  on  managed- 
care  principles,  similar  to  the  private  sector. 
"When  I  came  into  the  organization  in  late  1994,  what  I 
heard  from  VSOs,  from  Congress  and  internally  was  that 
we  needed  major  change,  that  the  time  for  tinkering  was 
long  past,  that  there  was  very  serious,  substantive  change 
that  needed  to  occur.  Which  is  what,  I  think,  has  occurred." 

Some  of  the  changes  within  the  VA  mirror  provisions  in 
the  GI  Bill  of  Health.  The  American  Legion's  blueprint  for 
reversing  the  VA's  eroding  resources  would  open  new 
sources  of  revenue,  enabling  more  veterans  to  receive  med- 
ical treatment  without  diminishing  quality  care  for  service- 
connected  veterans. 

The  undersecretary  seems  determined  to  overcome  any 
detours,  roadblocks  and  fiscal  road  bumps  en  route  to  com- 
pleting the  VA's  self-styled,  "Journey  for  Change."  Kizer 
recently  met  with  The  American  Legion  Magazine's  Antho- 


ny Miller  at  the  VA's  headquarters,  just  a  block  north  of  the 
White  House,  to  discuss  the  VA's  ongoing  re-engineering. 

American  Legion  Magazine:  Dr.  Kizer,  in  a 

recent  article  in  U.S.  Medicine,  you  mentioned  the  "nec- 
essary turmoil,  uncertainty  and  anxiety  among  the  staff 
and  the  veteran  clients"  resulting  from  the  VA's 
restructuring.  How  have  you  and  your  staff  managed 
these  changes? 

Dr.  Kenneth  Kizer:  We  are  fundamentally  trans- 
forming the  system.  You  can't  do  that,  in  any  setting,  and  not 
create  anxiety  and  questions  and  make  people  uncomfortable. 
That's  inherent  to  change.  If  you're  comfortable,  then  things 
probably  haven't  changed. . .  by  its  nature,  change  creates  tur- 
moil. We've  tried  to  deal  with  it  by  making  it  clear  what  the 
goals  are,  where  we're  headed,  what  the  intent  is.  We've 
tried  to  work  through  individual  situations. 

Q.  Change  is  always  difficult,  but  aren't  you  ham- 
strung by  the  double  whammy  of  a  flat-lined  budget 
through  the  year  2002  and  medical  inflation  nearing 
double-digits? 

A I  think  whenever  you  look  at  your  budget,  you  have  to 
.  look  at  it  in  light  of  today's  issues  and  concerns  as 
opposed  to  what  might  have  been  agreed  upon  two  or  three

And  for  us  and  the  population  that  the  VA 
serves,  it's  going  to  have  larger  impact  than  on  many  other 
health  care  systems. 

Q-  What's  your  take  on  the  provisions  of  The  Ameri- 
can Legion's  GI  Bill  of  Health,  especially  the  proposal  to 
treat  dependents  of  veterans? 

A Let  me  respond  directly  to  the  question  you  posed 
■  about  dependents,  because  I  think  that's  a  key  provi- 
sion and  a  very  good  provision.  It's  one  not  all  veterans  ser- 
vice organizations  support,  but  it's  one  that  I  think  should 
be  supported  because  it  makes  sense.  One  of  the  com- 
plaints/requests I  hear  a  lot  from  veterans,  and  particularly 
from  older  veterans,  is  T  come  here  to  get  my  care,  I  like 
getting  my  care  here  at  the  VA,  why  can't  my  wife  get  care 
here?'  They're  right;  inherently,  there's  no  reason  why  that 
same  physician  couldn't  treat  the  wife  or  husband  as  well. 

From  the  administrative  side,  we  have,  by  and  large,  the 
capacity  to  do  that  if  we  could  retain  the  funds  that  would 
come  with  that,  whether  it  was  Medicare  or  private  insur- 
ance or  whatever.  Those  are  marginal  costs.  We  already  are 
supporting  the  infrastructure,  so  in  some  cases  if  it  meant 
adding  on  additional  physicians  or  other  providers  that 
could  be  done  relatively  cheaply. 

There's  a  given  throughout  all  this  that  it  would  only  be 
done  when  we  can  do  it  and  not  compromise  the  care  to 
veterans. 

Q-  If  that's  the  case,  wouldn't  a  portable  package  of 
benefits  veterans  could  use  within  the  VA  make  sense, 
other  than  the  fact  a  law  would  have  to  be  passed  allow- 
ing it? 

A I  think  it  would.  And  I  hope  that's  ultimately  where  we 
■  will  get  to. 

Q.  The  short  answer  is  always  the  best!  What  has  to 
happen  to  make  this  go  forward? 

A I  think  one  of  the  things  that  already  has  happened  that 
■  is  critical  to  this  debate,  and  one  that  people  haven't 
recognized  enough,  is  two-fold:  What  we've  done  over  the 
last  three  or  four  years  allows  us  to  compare  our  perfor- 
mance to  Medicare,  and  if  you  compare  our  performance  on 
any  of  these  operating  indices,  just  the  dollars  and  cents 
side  of  it,  we're  more  efficient  than  Medicare.  We're  pro- 
viding more  care  at  lower  cost  than  other  programs.  That's 
a  fact.  The  second  fact  is  that  we  are  providing  higher  quali- 
ty care. 

0.  Is  that  why  you  stress  having  uniform  procedures 
for  clinical  evaluations  as  a  measure  of  care  quality? 

A Things  like  our  chronic  disease  index  and  prevention 
■  index  where  we're  looking  at  things  like,  Tf  you've 
had  a  heart  attack  are  you  on  a  beta-blocker  drug?  If  you've 
had  a  heart  attack,  are  you  on  aspirin?'  Those  are  the  same 
quality  of  care  indicators  used  in  the  private  sector.  And 
what  we  can  show  is  that  our  performance  there  is  across- 
the-board  superior  to  what,  say.  Medicare  is  getting. 


Q.  Qualitatively,  that  may  be  the  case,  but  if  you've 
lost  26,000  hospital  beds  like  the  VA  has  in  the  past 
three  years,  veterans  are  concerned  about  access  to  care. 
How  do  you  address  anxieties  over  closing  VA  facilities? 

A One  of  the  fundamental  changes  in  mindset  that  has  to 
■  occur,  and  it  goes  way  beyond  the  VA,  is  equating 
health  care  with  hospitals.  Many  veterans  still  equate  their 
health  care  to  a  hospital.  The  world  has  changed,  I  mean 
look  at  the  computer,  look  at  everything  else  in  the  world, 
how  radically  it  has  changed. 

Hospitals  clearly  are  going  to  be  a  part  of  the  health  care 
of  the  future,  but  a  much  smaller  part  because  a  majority  of 
health  care  today  and  in  the  future  is  going  to  be  provided 
in  other  settings.  Three-quarters  of  our  surgery  is  done  on 
an  out-patient  basis.  Three  years  ago  it  was  a  third.  In  the 
private  sector  it's  even  a  little  bit  more  than  that. 

Q-  Do  you  think  Gulf  War  veterans  have  been  an 
underserved  population  because  of  the  controversy  over 
Gulf  War  illnesses? 

A I  think  it's  been  difficult  because  there  have  been  ques- 
■  tions  about  what  to  do  (about  sick  Gulf  veterans).  I 
know  for  a  fact  that  many  of  our  clinicians  have  been  as 
frustrated  as  patients  at  not  being  able  to  do  more  to  better 
serve  these  folks.  In  the  long  term,  it's  looking  good.  It's 
been  a  difficult  time  for  Gulf  War  veterans  and  the  people 
who  treat  them. 

Q-  What's  the  VA's  biggest  challenge  now? 

A We  have  a  large  number  of  people  who  are  going  to 
■  need  support,  in  some  cases  institutional  support  - 
nursing  homes,  assisted  living,  a  variety  of  supports  they're 
going  to  need  -  that  have  to  be  paid  for.  But  it  has  to  be 
done.  I  personally  think  that  we  have  a  unique  and  wonder- 
ful opportunity  to  show  how  it  can  be  done  for  the  rest  of 
the  nation.  We,  by  nature  of  the  veterans'  age  structure,  are 
ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  country,  but  all  of  these  same  issues 
are  going  to  face  the  rest  of  the  country  in  20  or  25  years. 

The  other  challenge  is  right-sizing  the  system,  getting 
the  right  mix  of  facilities  and  health  care  but  understanding, 
and  making  others  understand,  that  providing  care  is  not 
synonymous  with  bricks  and  mortar.  □

Should  NATO  [xpiiid  lis  memiership? 


Sen.  John  Ashcroft  (R-Missouri) 


IT  IS  WITH  regret  that  I 
announce  my  opposition  to 
NATO  expansion.  Serious 
questions  about  the  future 
mission  of  the  alliance  have  not  been 
addressed  satisfactorily  by  the  [Clin- 
ton] administration.  Expansion  in 
itself  is  not  a  mission  for  NATO. 
Enlarging  the  alliance  without  setting 
a  clear  course  for  its  future  will  undermine  NATO's  effective- 
ness and  tarnish  its  unparalleled  record  of  success. 

On  two  separate  occasions  before  the  Senate  Foreign 
Relations  Committee,  I  asked  Secretary  [of  State  Madeleine] 
Albright  to  clarify  and  define  the  future  mission  of  NATO, 
specifically  if  the  alliance  would  be  shifting  from  its  tradition- 
al defense  of  Western  Europe  to  an  organization  which 
advanced  its  members'  "out-of-area"  interests.  On  both  occa- 
sions, Secretary  Albright  confirmed  that  advancing  "out-of  - 
area"  interests  would  be  an  important  priority  for  the  alliance 
in  the  future.  In  other  forums,  she  has  been  quoted  as  saying 
that  NATO  should  evolve  into  "a  force  for  peace  from  the 
Middle  East  to  Central  Africa." 

Such  broad  mission  statements  threaten  the  future  of  an 
alliance  with  such  historical  distinction.  Without  a  clear  post- 
Cold  War  mission,  NATO  could  become  nothing  more  than  a 
mini-United  Nations  with  a  standing  army  for  ill-defined 
peacekeeping  operations.  Broken  troop  withdrawal  commit- 
ments in  Bosnia,  an  inability  to  prepare  our  European  allies  to 
assume  full  responsibility  for  the  Bosnia  mission  and  a  cost  of 
more  than  $6  billion  since  1996  with  no  end  in  sight  -  this  is 
not  a  record  which  indicates  the  kind  of  responsible  U.S.  lead- 
ership vital  to  NATO's  future  success. 

The  administration's  recent  performance  on  Iraq  offers  little 
reassurance.  Lacking  clear  policy  objectives  to  respond  to  the 
Iraq  crisis,  the  president  has  been  all  too  eager  to  pass  the  baton 
of  leadership  to  the  United  Nations.  For  this  administration, 
multilateralism  has  been  a  fig  leaf  for  policy  vacuums,  rather 
than  an  effective  marshaling  of  allies  to  address  a  pressing 
threat.  The  proclivity  of  this  administration  to  defer  to  the 
"international  community"  rather  than  chart  a  clear  foreign  pol- 
icy to  advance  U.S.  national  interests  is  precisely  the  kind  of 
leadership  that  will  erode  NATO's  effectiveness  in  the  future. 

Responsible  leadership  and  strategic  vision  are  the  real 
questions  in  the  NATO  expansion  debate.  The  lack 
of  administration  leadership  during  the  recent  standoff  with 
Iraq  does  not  indicate

SINCE  ITS  INCEPTION, 
NATO  has  brought  free 
nations  together  for  mutu- 
al defense,  thereby  foster- 
ing understanding  and  trade.  The  need 
for  this  cooperation  remains  strong. 
Conflicts  in  the  Balkans  are  particular- 
ly disturbing  because  of  their  proximi- 
ty to  our  west  European  allies  and 
their  potential  to  spread  to  other  parts  of  Europe.  They  also 
show  the  need  for  greater  cooperation  and  integration  in 
Europe. 

The  kinds  of  cooperation  that  made  NATO  successful  at 
defending  the  free  world  from  Soviet  communism  also  can 
breed  peaceful  cooperation  among  member  states.  Although 
NATO  has  expanded  its  membership  three  times  since  1949, 
at  no  time  has  there  been  any  military  conflict  among  member 
states,  despite  long  histories  of  political  differences.  Shared 
commitment  to  well-ordered  liberty  -  to  democratic  politics, 
free  markets  and  human  rights  -  has  united  the  countries  of 
NATO  in  good  times  and  bad. 

We  must  be  careful  about  which  countries  we  allow  into 
NATO,  as  well  as  when  and  under  what  circumstances.  But  it 
is  in  the  interest  of  the  United  States,  and  our  European  allies, 
to  help  east  European  countries  as  they  establish  free  govern- 
ments and  free  markets  so  that  they  may  qualify  for  NATO 
membership.  We  must  extend  our  hand  to  peoples  now 
emerging  from  the  long  night  of  communist  dictatorship. 

Of  course  we  first  must  defend  American  interests.  But 
increasing  openness  in  Europe  will  benefit  us  in  terms  of  both 
security  and  economics.  Free  peoples  with  free  markets  make 
for  good  neighbors  and  good  partners  in  profitable  trade. 

I  know  a  number  of  people  are  concerned  that  expanding 
NATO  might  come  at  too  high  a  price  for  the  American  tax- 
payer. I  share  this  concern.  But  the  legislation  in  the  Senate 
includes  provisions  limiting  expenditures  through  the  Partner- 
ship for  Peace  and  guarantees  no  country  entry  into  NATO. 

Each  country  must  show  it  has  established  democratic 
politics,  free  markets,  civilian  leadership  of  police  and  mili- 
tary forces  and  transparent  military  budgets  to  gain 
entrance.  Each  country  must  show  its  ability  and  willing- 
ness to  abide  by  NATO  rules,  implement  infrastructure 
development  and  make  itself  a  positive  asset  to  NATO's 
defensive  mission  by  contributing  to  its  own  security  and 
that  of  its  NATO  neighbors.  These  provisions  will  ensure 
that  nations  will  enter 
NATO  only  when  it  is  best 
for  everyone  involved. 

Our  duty  and  our  interests 
combine  to  dictate  that  we 
expand  NATO  as  part  of  our 
efforts  to  promote  democracy 
and  free  markets  wherever 
they  can  take  root.  □ 
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VETS  Takes  Charge  of  Probing  Veterans  Preference  Violators 


ETERANS  EMPLOYMENT  Training  Service  is  now  in 
1  m  charge  of  enforcing,  not  merely  investigating,  hard- 
M  1m  won  veterans'  employment  rights.  VETS,  an  agency  of 
m  ft:  the  Department  of  Labor,  has  taken  over  enforcement 
B  1  of  veterans  preference  provisions  from  the  Office  of 
Personnel  Management.  VETS  has  been  investigating 
veterans'  employment,  re-employment  and  discrimi- 
nation claims  under  authority  of  the  Uniformed  Services 
Employment  and  Re-employment  Rights  Act  of  1994. 

"VETS  has  extensive  experience  enforcing  laws  protecting 
veterans'  employment,"  says  Al  Borrego,  VETS'  assistant  sec- 
retary. The  Veterans  Employment  Opportunities  Act  of  1998 
gives  veterans  a  "voice  in  court"  with  the  federal  government  if 
federal  hiring  agencies  have  denied  or  overlooked  their  employ- 
ment benefits.  Veterans  no  longer  have  to  seek  out  a  variety  of 
agencies  to  handle  specific  issues;  the  VETS  office  will  serve 


as  a  "one-stop  shop"  for  all  veterans'  employment  problems. 

The  new  law  guarantees  qualified  veterans  -  those  eligible 
for  veterans  preference  and  with  three  or  more  years  honorable 
military  service  -  the  right  to  apply  for  any  federal  job  previous- 
ly restricted  to  "civil  service  status"  candidates;  it  equates  ser- 
vice time  in  the  military  with  civil  service  experience.  It  also 
gives  veterans  access  to  certain  jobs  in  the  federal  govern- 
ment's legislative  and  judicial  branches.

VA  Lists  New  Outpatient  Clinics 


ACCESS  to  care  is  a  perennial  stick- 
ing point  for  veterans  who  can't 
receive  care  if  they  can't  reach  the 
caregivers.  The  VA  is  responding 
with  plans  to  open  25  community- 
based  outpatient  clinics  across  the 
country,  in  addition  to  a  new  facility 
for  veterans  in  Puerto  Rico. 

According  to  the  VA,  it  developed 
the  projects  within  the  VA's  system  of 
local  health  networks,  part  of  VA 
efforts  to  decentralize  health  care  and 
make  it  more  accessible.  The  local  Vet- 
erans Integrated  Services  Network  and 
each  clinic's  parent  facility  will  decide 
when  the  clinics  begin  operations. 

Some  of  the  community  clinics, 
announced  last  fall,  could  be  located 
in  existing  space  leased  by  the  VA  and 
staffed  by  VA  health  personnel.  Oth- 
ers, say  VA  officials,  could  provide 
services  through  a  contract  with  an 
existing  community  service  provider, 
such  as  a  private  group  practice. 

The  VA's  increased  emphasis  on 
outpatient  care  reflects  a  trend  in 
American  medicine  that  recognizes 
health  care  is  primarily  a  local  outpa- 
tient activity.  VA  has  re-engineered  its 
health-care  system  in  recent  years  to 
be  more  population-directed  and  com- 
munity-based, oriented  to  promoting 
health  and  preventing  illness.

Money  Runs  Out 
for  Plutonium 
Testing  Program 

A  FUNDING  SHORTFALL  that 
derailed  testing  plutonium  levels  in 
atomic  veterans  must  be  remedied  on 
Capitol  Hill,  say  officials  with  The 
American  Legion's  Veterans  Affairs 
and  Rehabilitation  Commission. 

The  Nuclear  Test  Personnel 
Review  Program  has  run  out  of  money 
for  testing  urine  samples  of  veterans 
exposed  to  plutonium  during  their  time 
in  service  (Veterans  Update,  Novem- 
ber 1998).  The  1998  funding  was  suf- 
ficient for  just  100  samples,  VA&R 
officials  say,  a  ceiling  reached  soon 
after  program  officials  announced 
commencement  of  testing  in  July 
1998. 

Numerous  veterans  have  contacted 
American  Legion  National  Headquar- 
ters in  Washington,  D.C.,  to  express 
disappointment  at  the  program's 
demise. 

"Please  pass  the  word  to  our  atomic 
veterans  through  your  Department, 
District,  Region  and  Post  publications 
that  the  program  is  full,"  says  Carroll 
Williams,  director  of  the  National 
VA&R  Division,  based  in  Washing- 
ton. "Now  that  Congress  is  in  session, 
Legionnaires  need  to  pursue  more 
funding  for  this  important  project," 
adds  Williams.
